Homecoming Banquet and Meeting of 
Alumni Association Well Attended 


In spite of the downpour of rain from noon far into the 
night on the date of the P. C. Homecoming, many of the 
Alumni Association plans for the festivities went forward, 
and for the many visiting alumni the plans were a great 
success. 


The golf tournament at the Lakeside Country Club 
and the parade which was scheduled for 5:30 p. m. were 
cancelled because of the rain, and the drill platoon’s man- 
euvers at half-time of the football game were called off.

Even early in the morning alumni began arriving on 
the campus—many having driven several hundred miles 
for the occasion.

In the late afternoon the group was called together for 
special class meetings, and then everyone hurried to Judd 
Hall for the annual Alumni Banquet. The dining hall 
was attractively decorated with the school colors and

Board of Directors Meet 


The Board of Directors of the Alumni Association met 
in the Jacob’s Forum Room on the campus during the 
homecoming program. The Board received the report 
from the President of the Association and decided upon 
the objectives of the Association for 1948. Three definite 
objectives were chosen. 


The Board agreed that the first objective for 1948 should 
be the completion of the 1947 drive to raise $100,000 as 
the alumni contribution to the $350,000 Endowment Drive. 
A substantial part of this has been raised and the direct- 
ors felt that with a little more cooperation among the 
alumni the goal should be reached. 

Realizing the need for a correct alumni mailing list, 
the group decided that the second objective should be an 
intensive effort during the coming year to locate all liv- 
ing alumni of the college. The alumni office now has ap- 
proximately three thousand correct addresses, and plans 
were made to increase this list to four thousand. 

The third objective decided upon was that the Alumni 
Association should try to get all communities in this sec- 
tion of the country where P. C. men are located to organ- 
ize local Alumni Chapters. There are now ten active lo- 
cal chapters, and the Board felt that during the coming 
year we should organize at least five more chapters. 

The next meeting of the Board will be held on April 
13, 1948 on the College Campus. 
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Class of *96 Enjoys 


Homecoming 


Representing the class of 1896 at homecoming this year 
was Dr. Addison W. Simpson from Washington, Geor- 
gia. This marked his third return to the campus In the 
51 years since leaving. 

“When I was a student here,” he remarked, “we had 
nothing but the old Alumni Hall, now rebuilt into the 
infirmary, a dining hall down behind it near the present 
entrance to the athletic field, and a class room building 
on the Orphanage grounds.” 

The lone building on the grounds of the Orphanage 
was between the nursery and the Orphanage chapel but 
burned in early 1943. 

“I can’t get located right now,” the doctor remarked, 
looking out of the library window toward the science hall, 
“but all this area around here was fairly heavily wooded 
when I was here, with a lone dirt road connecting the 
Alumni Hall and the class building. The section of the 
campus now covered by the library and the science hall 
was then a cotton patch, but to my knowledge no student 
worked in it.” 

“We had football back then,” he continued, “our first 
team being formed in 1893, with games between the men 
on the campus and town boys being reeled off. We didn’t 
have any football uniforms, and it was a rugged game. We 
used the flying tackle, and if you hit the ball carrier 
right, he didn’t get up. If you missed, you didn’t get up.” 

“Last year we had a meeting of the class of 96 and after 
elections I was president, vice-president, secretary and 
treasurer; in fact, the whole cheese.”

P. C., December 16, 1947 


Dear PCs: 


In the Alumni office this morning I glanced thru our new 
complete file of Bee-Mails and was interested to recall that my 
Christmas letter to you, written in November, 1943, told of 
P. C’s 13-12 football victory over Clemson. 

Among the many hundreds on my mailing list at that time 
who received that letter were: POWELL FRASER and ED 
LAMBRIGHT, Australia; ROBERT McCORMICK, FRANCIS 
EWING (“TUBBY”) GIBSON, and JOE McNEILL, India; JIM- 
MY FREEMAN, Corsica; Frank Sutton, Italy; Jimmy Dennard, 
England; BILL McSWEEN, North Africa; “Bunky WEINGES, 
Kiska; HARRY SANDERS and VERNE SMITH, Camp Hale, 
Colorado, 20,000 ft. above sea level, where the Bee-Mail reached 
them by mule pack; PARKER (“Pete”) MILLER, BILL PERCY, 
and BILL SHIELDS, in training at State College, Mississippi. 

My letter in 1943 was filled with news from the many bat- 
tle-fronts. From our peaceful 1947 homefront I list for you the 
following P. C’uns who have been cited for bravery:

Recently I received the following letter from P. C’un ALICE 
BENJAMIN JONES, who is in Germany with her husband, 
P. Cun MAJOR WILLARD L. JONES, 0248472, Warzburg Mili- 
tary Post, APO 800, New York. 

“A young student of Warzburg University stopped by our 
house one day to ask for copies of periodicals in order to im- 
prove his English. Ours is the only American house in a strict 
German neighborhood. He showed his copies of the Govern- 
ment manual for English Literature, the U. S. Army Informa- 
tion and Education volume, which he had secured from the new 
library. At that time, the class was studying Wadsworth. As you 
know, textbooks for students of any age or grade are unobtain- 
able in any great numbers. Students make notebooks, even 
the tiny grade school pupils. In the course of conversation it 
came out that in reading Hamlet the class had used the ONE 
available book. On another occasion, when he came to us to 
return some magazines, Willard lent him his book of English 
Literature. THE RHYME OF THE ANCIENT MARINER was 
being studied. (This book has a running prose outline printed 
at the sides, in the margin.) He asked if it would be possible to 
borrow an English dictionary. As so many of us have Web- 
ster’s Collegiate lying around the house, in addition to a more 
full one, I wondered if anyone there in Clinton could spare 
one and would send it. Anything of this kind may be given to 


the library, perhaps, and then the students may take the books 
out. 

The library is Army sponsored and has been open almost 
two months. It is part of the program of Information and Edu- 
cation overseas. Material is in English and German, with rep- 
resentative books, etc., of countries other than German. Ger- 
many was prevented from reading such for a long time, and, 
as the people are avid readers, they enjoy all. 

“The young lady librarian lives across the street from us. She 
came to our house for a little visit last night, and she said there 
are already 2,000 card holders and that twenty to thirty new 
applicants go to her daily. 

“All of us know the bad things about the German nation. But, 
as a dependent, I do not see much ugliness in the people with 
whom I come in contact as there is no occasion for it. So, I 
have many little neighborly kindnesses to tell about. 

“A neighbor is going to take me to a German kindergarten 
for Friday exercises, soon. Her five-year-old attends—As Ger- 
many was so thoroughly destroyed, housing is critical. A Ger- 
man house is like a rabbit warren, with family after family 
assigned to a room, or rooms, and that makes much coming and 
going, in and out of the houses— 

“T am essentially a home town girl. So, home will look good 
to me. I spent last week-end in Bern, Switzerland, and it sur- 
prised me to see that buildings and houses in some places of the 
world are intact! You see, having been in Germany seventeen 
months, without seeing outside, I had begun to think all the 
world was in shambles, I think. Anyway, the change was won- 
derful. And to taste a twenty-cent banana was marvelous.” 

(NOTE FROM ME, MRS. “BEE”—If some of you P. C’uns dis- 
like books the way you did back in my day as registrar, how 
about passing them on to Alice? Send them to MAJOR JONES 
and NOT to Mrs. Jones. Postal regulations, you know. THANK 
YOU!). 

Another letter from Germany comes from P. C’un, Ist Lt. 
WALKER P. RIVERS, M. C. 01736755, 98th Gen. Hospital, APO 
407, New York. (After completing his course at the Harvard 
School of Medicine, Walker interned for 15 months at Belle- 
vue Hospital in New York City.) His letter, from Munich, 
December 2: 


“Last night winter came in earnest, leaving four inches of 
snow, and transforming the horror of a ruined city into a 
spectacular snow palace. I’m on call this week-end and have 
the afternoon free to send word to you all of what’s been hap- 
pening. 

“We sailed from New York 15 October on the CHARLES 
A STAFFORD, an army hospital ship . . . Eleven days later, 
after becoming thoroughly familiar with sardine living, frozen 
milk, the bleak Atlantic and a countless number of rumors, 
rumors, rumors, we landed at Bremerhaven and were put up 
in the former Luftwaffe Barracks there. A fighter outfit pro- 
tecting the approaches to Bremen and Bremerhaven, those fel- 
lows were well cared for. A day’s delay during which we sent 
cables home and hurried into town for our first sight of Ger- 
many. We learned later that the community we thought was 
Bremerhaven was really a small nearby village, as Bremer- 
haven no longer exists. The people were desolate. Children are 
thin, poorly clothed, and obviously hungry. We walked the 
streets for several hours, finding no shops which had to sell, 
no smiles, nothing. 

“That night we armed with coffee, two blankets apiece, and 
the condolences of the Bremerhaven cadre and started south 
in the Bremerhaven-Munich Express, a military train which 
runs three times a week. Our destination was Marburg, the of- 
ficers’ distribution center, some 400 miles away. The Express 
averages 25 mph; the night was long and cold. I was one of the 
three selected as guard in the baggage car, where our gear was 
riding, exposed to looting through the open doors. We slept 
little as it was warmer to walk about. At each stop, we went 
alongside asking questions about the cities and countryside 
from the German railway men. That night we went through Bre- 
men, Hanover, Kassel, each more heavily hit than those before.

The rail lines of course were prime targets and a path of wide 
devastation extends on either side. The German cities have the 
Bahnhof, the chief station, in the center of town, so that intact 
portions of these cities are relatively unimportant. They say 
that Kassel no longer functions as an organized community. 
There are people living in the ruins, more or less in the way 
that rats live in garbage heaps. Before the war it was one of the 
chief industrial areas. 

“We were finishing breakfast the next morning as the train 
came into Marburg. Meals are served from the kitchen car 
trailing the train and served on the familiar metal trays which 
are brought forward two at a time by a semi-crippled German. 
Our compartment was next to the baggage car, two from the 
engine, so it is not hard to visualize the state of breakfast when 
it arrived. Without too much exaggeration, it can be said that 
the scrambled eggs were frozen to the tray. Marburg is the 
model for all illustrations of Medieval villages surmounted by 
a multi-towered castle... 

“The best piece of fortune for me was to get assigned to the 
98th. The cup was certainly running for me to get pediatrics 
as well. I have been designated as the permanent replacement 
for the pediatrics man here who goes home in February. We 
run a 50 bed pediatric section and an out patient department 
with a registry of almost 400. As if this were not enough, the 
98th here in Munich is the referral and consultation center for 
two thirds of the American Zone. We keep quite busy. After 
February, when Mac leaves, I shall be here as the sole pediatri- 
cian and head up the subsection of the Medical Service. I doubt 
if there are many fellows in the army who are as well pleased 
about their jobs as I am here. 

“Munich is grotesque. Those who were here before say that 
the charm and beauty of the city were unparalled. The last king 
of Bavaria, Ludwig II, spent great sums on magnificient build- 
ings in Grecian style, spectacular churches and wide, handsome 
streets lined with double rows of elms and lindens. The old 
Munich which dates to about the year 900 as a city is set now 
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as the supporting character for Ludwig’s magnificience. All 
this has been destroyed or bombed beyond recognition. ALL 
principal buildings are flat, those remaining upright are dam- 
aged beyond repair. Business and living are carried on in the 
wreckage . . . Despite this wreckage, there are still over 8,000,- 
000 people living here—where, no one knows. The American 
dependant community, Harlaching, a former elite suburb, was 
spared in the bombing and is a lovely place. The hospital is in 
Schwabin, another suburb which was spared and is used as the 
army ‘business’ area. Our hospital is quite large—some 2500 beds 
of which we use 600. It is beautifully equipped and staffed by 
Catholic nuns, supervised by Army nurses. All else in the city 
presents a never ending scene of street after street lined with 
complete wreckage. Transportation is chiefly via street cars of 
the Toonerville Trolley vintage. There are seats for about 24 
people but the average load is about 70. There are certain 
hours when the cars do not run because of electricity shortage, 
then the people congregate in great crowds waiting for the next 
one. 


“Dr. Holt, for whom I worked at Bellevue last year, gave me 
a letter to Dr. Weber, the Prof of Pediatrics in Munich Univer- 
sity. I was welcomed with great cordiality there and will be 
allowed to come each Thursday for rounds with the staff. For- 
mal rounds are made at five o’clock in the evening there and 
are quite good. My German is rapidly improving, so much of 
the conversation does not have to be translated for me. I can 
even talk a bit about the cases in German. Frequently there 
are amused smiles at my mistakes, which is doubly amusing 
when you know that most of them speak faultless English, 
though never having lived in an English speaking country. 
There is tremendous curiousity about the medical doings of the 
past 10 years in the States and in England about which practic- 
ally nothing is known. The gamut of diseases seen in the Kin- 
derklinic puts it in the museum class, however, and in earnest, 
while not quite the same as the staff here, is equally as great. 


“One week-end I went to Garmisch near the Swiss border, to 
see the Alps and see Bavarian living. It is a picturesque spot 
and one of the famous ski resorts... .

each place was marked with a favor which also carried 
out the color scheme of garnet and blue. 

Approximately four hundred alumni and guests were 
welcomed to the campus by President Marshall W. Brown, 
Director of Athletics Walter A. Johnson, and Student 
Body President Paul Brady. 

The Association recognized the three oldest alumni 
back on the campus as being Mrs. B. L. King of the class 
of 1887, from Clinton, South Carolina, who had the dis- 
tinction of being the only living member of her class— 
the oldest class holding a reunion this year; Dr. Addison 
W. Simpson of the class of 1896, from Washington, Geor- 
gia; and Mr. Albert V. Russell of the class of 1897, from 
Charlotte, North Carclina. 

The principal address of the evening was made by Rev. 
William McLeod Frampton of the class of 1934, now 
pastor of the Purity Presbyterian Church of Chester, 
South Carolina. Following this address the annual meet- 
ing of the Alumni Association was held. Printed reports 
from the Board of Directors, telling of the activities of 
the Alumni Association during the past year, were dis- 
tributed. 

The Association voted to elect the Alumni representa- 
tives on the Board of Trustees for a term of office con- 
sisting of three years, and decided that no officer of the 
Association should succeed himself more than one time.
